Charge Slaughter 
Of 80,000 At Kiev 


Nazi Massacres Of Citizens Of 
Kiev Declared To Be 
Substantiated

captured by the Red army? 
These Jews first were plundered 
of all their possessions, and then 
were herded into a ravine oul-dde 
the city where they were made to 
stand 011 a wooden platform while 
Nr.z.i machine-gunner: mowed them 
down with a hail of fiery steel. 
The bodies were buried m huge 
pits in the ravine, and later captive 
Russian prisoners were forced to 
dig ip the remains construct huge 
furnac s which layer after layer 
of exhumed corpses were placed— 
sometimes as many as 3.800 at one 
time—before being set afire. 
After th * oodles were consumed 
bv the flames, the Russian captives 
were forced to sift the pitiful ashes 
to recover gold melted from teeth, 
earrings and jewelry which remain­ 
ed on the slaughtered men, women 
and children. 
We were permut’ d io examim 
the ravine where the mass butchery 
occurred, and found many evidences 
to authenticate the stories told bv 
1 esidents of Kiev. Bits of human 
scalp, parts of human limbs ano 
bones were not hard to tiiid 111 the 
blood-soaked ravine. 
I also spoke to three Russian sol­ 
diers who had been among those 
prisoners forced to exhume the Ger­ 
mans’ victims.
